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Report of the Agricultural and Industrial Committee 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen,—We, your Agricultural and Industrial Com- 
mittee, beg leave to report as follows 


Your Committee met on November 28th, all members 
present except Mr. J. E. MacKay; the officers of several 
branches promoting Agriculture in the County gave detailed 
reports, also submitted financial statements covering their 
individual grants received from the County. 


Mr. P. R. Kendall presented the report of the Plowmen’s 
Association in writing which showed one of the most suc- 
cessful years in its history. It explained the benefits derived 
by the Junior boys in the Home Plowing Competition, also 
from the County Plowing Match held near Renton. Special 
mention was made of the work of two boys, Ernest Misner 
of Windham and Arthur Misner of Townsend, which the judge 
predicted would be hard boys to beat. 


The Norfolk County Agricultural Society Report was 
presented in writing by Mr. ‘A. E. Culver, who explained the 
details very thoroughly. Special mention was made of the 
improvement to both grounds and buildings with the addi- 
tion of two new buildings, also a seed cleaning plant estab- 
lished at Boston. During the year, with the assistance of the 
Agricultural Representative, they have tried to develop the 
best interest of our young people in the Home Plowing, 
Household Clubs, Judging Competitions for boys and girls, 
Turkey Club work and also Association of Junior Directors 
during the judging and placing of awards at our Annual Fair. 


Mr. M. Landon, President of the Norfolk County Cham- 
ber of Commerce, enlightened the Committee on the various 
work carried on, encouraging Reforestation, reported two 
schools had planted forestry “plots and qualified for prizes. 
Two Game Sanctuaries have been established during the year, 
also petitioning the Government to amend the Assessment 
Act to encourage more Reforestation. 
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The Committee’s attention was drawn to the seriousness 
of the fire menace to Reforested areas. 


The work of Mr. George Hammond, Corn Borer Inspec- 
tor, was commended. Owing to Mr. Hammond’s age, it was 
felt new arrangements might have to be made for 1937. 


The Committee recommends that the Township of Town- 
send and Township of Woodhouse and possibly a small part 
of the northeast corner of Windham be included with Haldi- 
mand in proposed accredited area. 


In the afternoon, the District Representative, Mr. G. G. 
Bramhill, gave a fine report to the Committee of the several 
branches of Agriculture which the Department at Toronto 
were giving grants to promote, especially to the Junior boys 
and girls. 


The Calf Club carried on this year was worthy of special 
mention, a Norfolk County entry was made at Western Fair, 
in London, and Norfolk County won first place in the class 
of calf and showmanship. 


The girls’ work under the Junior Institute was confined 
to household science and dietetics and some real progress 
and enthusiasm has been shown in different parts of the 
County. 


The Committee strongly recommend continuance of the 
Bott Fly campaign and would suggest that each Municipality 
encourage the continued use of the Warble Fly powder. 


The Agricultural and Industrial Committee were con- 
vinced that our Agricultural Representative, Mr. Bramhill, 
had a real knowledge of the several branches that were being 
promoted by the Fair Board, Plowmen’s Association and 
Chamber of Commerce, besides the many and varied problems 
that those engaged in Agriculture had to contend with.

Report of the Reforestation Committee. 


‘To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen,—We, your Committee on Reforestation, beg 
leave to report the following: 


We, your Committee, have inspected all the reforestation 
plants and find the following: 


Turner Property-—-A wire fence has been constructed in 
a very satisfactory manner. The Plantation is looking beau- 
tiful, outside of a few old rotten trees which are ordered to 
be removed, also some tree trimming is required. 
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The Shellburg Property—on the south side of the oth 
Concession of Charlotteville—The trees on this Plantation 
that were killed by fire are to be removed. These trees are 
to be cut in wood and sold by the cord. The new line fence 
is beautifully constructed and the Plantation is looking very 
promising outside of the trees that were killed by fire. 


The Stipes Property—North of Pine Grove Church, was 
infected with the Southern insect this fall on account of the 
dry hot weather, amongst the Red Pine, eight places in the 
Plantation were affected, the trees were dug out and burned 
and the ground disinfected under the supervision of Mr. New- 
man of the Reforestry Farm. 


The Morrison Property—North Walsingham—is in good 
condition; the trees are looking healthy and had a good 
growth this year. 


McMaster Plot—North Walsingham—t1oo acres—This 
plot is in good condition and had a good growth this summer. 
On account of a number of dead trees around through the 
plantation it is full of disease, arrangements have been made 
for their removal. 


Bonny Heath Property—Lot 8, Concession 10, Township 
of Townsend, 70 acres—Last Spring the Committee had 10,000 
trees planted on that plot and they suffered considerably from 
the hot dry weather and consequently 75 per cent. of the new 
plants died and should be replanted in the Spring. 


We discovered a dozen places where the Southern insect 
had started in the plantations this summer and many trees 
killed. These should all be removed. 


The Morden School Plant—in South Walsingham, is in 
good condition and the trees are looking fine. 


The Corner of 7th Concession in South Walsingham—1!1oo 
acres—looks fine and we recommend the gully to be replanted. 


_ The Payne Property in Charlotteville—South of Walsh 
Station, 112 acres. is in good condition and looking very well. 
The 50 acres on the corner—3 years of growth, is very nice 
and no improvements needed at present. 
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On all the properties, tree trimming is needed and ar- 
rangements are made to have some trimming done on each 
plot, and the County Council as a whole should visit all these 
plots and see for themselves the need of such improvements. 
This Reforestation of Norfolk—g50 acres—is worth today 
$100 per acre, $950,000. This is the greatest asset Norfolk 
County has and should be attended to as it is in a position 
where care would soon bring it up to a value of $2,000,000 
or go back to a few hundred dollars.

Report of the Public Buildings Committee 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 7 


Gentlemen,—We, your Committee on Public Buildings, 
beg leave to report as follows: 


Your Committee have carried out the following improve- 
ments in the public buildings during the year: 


1. Had slate roofs rebuilt and new sheathing on same, 
both on ‘Tower and North and South wings of the Court 
House, also new flashings and gutters on same. 


2. Repaired all windows in the Court House Building, 
replacing broken and cracked glass, also all damaged sash 
cords, etc. 


3. Had all broken and damaged plaster repaired in every 
room and hallways in the Court House Building. 


4. Painted hallways, grained and varnished all the wood- 
work and painted the floors and put down rubber stair treads 
with brass nosings and rubber tread runners in downstair 
halls. 


5. Painted and varnished Judge’s Chamber downstairs, 
upstairs Judge’s private office, Ladies’ Toilet, Solicitor’s 
Room, Gand Jury Room, Court Room, Public Wash Room, 
County Council Chamber and offices of the County Engineer. 


6. Had stone Coat of Arms over main entrance refin- 
ished. 


Altogether, we spent $1868.48 on the Court House Build- 
ing on approved work and $271.27 was spent for emergency 
repairs such as window and sash repairs cause by the Browne 
explosion and repairing electric circuits and rewiring, also 
temporary furnace repairs on the two obsolete furnaces to 
make them hold out this winter. 
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On Gaol—We laid down new cement floors in the kitchen, 
laundry, west cell block and norteast cell block. Painted all 
floors in cells, all cement floors in halls and corridors, also 
walls in corridors and hall, had plumbing repaired. Built 
new back porch in gaol and put in new cement steps, had 
electric wiring changed and installed new hghts in kitchen 
and pantry. 


Built new pantry and closet off gaol kitchen, making 
same frost and vermin proof, repaired and painted all doors, 
fixed troughing and drains. We spent $375.52 for this work 
and materials—-$39.67 for extraordinary and unforeseen re- 
pairs.

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Report of County Road Superintendent 





To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen,—I hereby beg leave to submit the twentieth 
report on the Norfolk County Road System: 


It would probably be proper if I first gave a summary 
of the work and materials that have been used in the Con- 
struction and Maintenance of the various roads on the County | 
Road System and then to refer in detail to the work on the 
roads of the System. 


Construction Work 


8.25 miles of grading of which 5.75 has been gravelled. 
16 pipe culverts and 1354 feet of perforated pipe for tile drain- 
age purposes have been installed. Gravel crushed for con- 
struction purposes amounted to 9705 cubic yards at a cost of 
30.4 cents per cubic yard. Cost of hauling amounted to 
$4061.46, at an average cost of 83.42 cents per cubic yard for 
crushing and hauling. In the grading operations it is calcu- 
lated that 35,500 cubic yards were moved at a cost of $2009.17 
or 5.66 cents per cubic yard. 


Maintenance Work 


The Maintenance work consists of Retreatment of 50 
miles of surfaced roads; 13.7 miles of double surface treat- 
ment; 5.7 miles of mulch roads and resurfacing of 16.65 miles 
of gravel roads. 


In the retreatment of surfaced roads, a total of 515,400 
sq. yards were retreated, at a total cost of $28,864.37, an aver- 
age of 5.6 cents per sq. yard, making an average cost of $577 
per mile. 


The double surface treatment work amounted to 150,500 
square yards at an average cost of 10.68 cents per square yard, 
or an average cost of $1174.00 per mile, with a total cost of 
$16,079.13. 





The mulch roads amounted to 65,800 square yards, an 
~ average cost ot 14.74 cents per square yard, or at an average 
cost per mile $1702.00, making a total cost of $9700.76. 


In the resurfacing of the gravel roads 11,500 tons of 
crushed gravel was supplied from the County gravel pits and 
14,954 tons of commercial gravel was used. 


In the various treatments of surfaced roads 251,000 gal- 
lons of bituminous material was used. 


Before referring in detail to the aforementioned work 
there are certain items I would like to refer to. At the re- 
quest of your Honorable Body, the Honorable Minister of 
Highways assumed County Road No. 24, as a King’s High- 
way as and from the goth day of September, 1936. The as- 
sumption of this road relieves this County of the responsi- 
bility of the first paved road built under the County Road 
System. I am pleased to report to you that this road was 
built under my direction by residents of this county. 


This road has been subjected to far greater traffic than 
was anticipated by the members of the County Council in 1919, 
and it is still serving the public, and it is of interest, that this 
year the debentures which were issued will be entirely 
paid off. 


With the taking over of this road, the mileage of hard 
surfaced roads is reduced approximately 7 miles and the County 
Road System is also reduced to 205 miles. I wish to point 
out that in spite of this assumption, that this County has now 
97.3 miles of surfaced roads. 


In speaking of the surfaced road, I would like to point 
out that one must not expect the same results from a road 
costing $1200 to $1700 a mile as compared with a pavement 
costing anywhere from $16,000 to $20,000 a mile and one must 
expect that due to heat in the summer time and the extreme 
cold in the winter, some breakup must be expected. 
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Construction Work 
Road No. 1 


2 miles of grading and gravelling have been completed, 
the total cost of this work amounted to 3910.85 at the last 
meeting of your Road Committee. This may be divided as 
follows: Grading, $1034.92; 4-18” culverts with head walls, 
$401.58; | labor on same, $86.80; hauling, $1585.75; crushing, 
$801.80 ; 2993 cubic yards of gravel was used.

1% miles of grading and gravelling were completed, a 
total cost of $3963.21; grading cost, $294.78; 1-24” pipe with 
head walls and 1-48” x 24” arch abutment culvert cost $299.50;

I wish to draw your attention to certain dangerous con- 
ditions on the System.

Dragging operations have been further reduced due to 
the bituminous surfacing, I pointed out in my report last year 
that there had been considerable reduction. I note the drag- 
ging costs of 1936 are $5337.00 less than in 1932, this spread 
over a period for ten years would mean a saving of $53,370.00, 
or sufficient to surface approximately 45 miles. 


Debenture By-laws 502 and 503 will be retired this year. 
This means that there will be a reduction in Debenture and 
Interest of $13,899.92 next year. 


I would like to express my thanks to the various foremen 
and employees who worked on the County Road System dur-. 
ing the year, 353 men were employed and 78 trucks. I wistl 
to make special mention of the excellent work done by Miss 
Misner in the office. It is in a great measure due to her 
untiring efforts that the detail in this report is able to he 
given. I also wish to express my thanks to your honorable 
body for your courtesy to me during the year, and to the Road 
Committee my thanks are due for their very kind assistance 
and co-opération in the carrying out of the work.
